CHAP. XIL _ 
The Parfou's Charitie. 


HE Conntrey Parſon is full 

of Charitie ; it is his prs 
dommant element. For many and 
wonderful things are ſpoken of 
thee, thou great Virtue. To Che 
ritieis given the covering of ſing 
1 Pet.4. 3. andthe forgiveneſs of 
k fins 
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fins, Matthew 6, 14. Luke 7. 47. 
the fulfilling of the Law, Romans 
13. 70+ The life of faith, James 
2.26. The blefings of this life, 
Proverbs 22.9. Pſaim4 1.2, And 
the reward of the pexe, Marth, 
35-35. In brief, it is the Bodie 
of Religion, John 13. 35. And 
the cop of- Chriſtian virtues , 
1C9.13. Wherefore all bis works 
zeliſh- of Charitie, When he ri- 
ſth in the morning, be bethinketh 
himſelf what good deeds he can 
do that day, and preſently doth 
them ; counting that day loſt, 
wherein he bath not exerciſed his 
Charitie. He firſt conſiders his 
own Pariſh, and takes care, that 
there be not a begger, or idle per- 
ſan in his Pariſh, but that all be in 
a competent way of getting their 
living. This he effeds cither by 
bountie, or perſwaſioa, or by at- 
thoritie, making uſe of that exce[- 
lent ftatute, which binds all Pari- 
ſhes tomgintain their own, If his 

D 2 Pariſh 
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Pariſh be rich, he exaQts this of 
them'; if poor, and he able, he 


-eaſeth them therein. Bur he gives 


no ſer Penſion to any ; for this in 
time will loſe the name and effe& 
of Charitie with the poor people, 
though -not with God : for then 
they will reckon upon it, as on a 


debt; and if it be taken away, 
though juſtly, they will murmur, 


and repine as much, as he that is 
difſeized of his own inheritance. 
Bue the Parſon having a double 
aim, and making a book of his 
Charitie, cauſeth them ſtill ro de- 
pend on him ; and ſo by continu» 
al, and freſh bounties, unexp& 
Qed to them, but reſolved to him 
ſelf, he wins them to praiſe God 
more, to live more religiouſly, 
and to take more pains in their vo- 
cation, as not knowing when they 
ſhall be relieved ; which other- 
wiſe they would reckon upen, 
and turn to idleneſs. Beſides 
this general proviſion , he hath 

other 
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other times of opening his hand 3 
28 at great Feſtivals, aud Commu» 
nious 3, nut ſuffering any that day 
that he receives, to- want a good 
meal ſutingto the joy of the occa- 
Gon. Bur ſpecially,at hard times, 
and dearths, heeven parts his Li- 
ving, and life among them, gi- 
ving ſome Corn out-right, and 
ſelling other at under.rates ; and 
when his own ſtock ſerves nor, 
working thoſe that are able to the 
ſame charitie, -ſtil] ing it in the 
Pulpit, and out of che Pulpit, and 
never- leaving them, till he ob» 
tain his deſire. Yet in all his 
Charitie, he diſtinguiſheth , gi- 
ring them moſt, who live beſt, 

take moſt pains, and are moſt 
charged : So is bis charitie in cf- 
fe& a Sermon, Aﬀer the conſide- 
ration of his own Pariſh, he en- 
hrgeth himſelf, if he be able,to the 
neighbour-hood-; for that alſo is 
ſome kind of obligation;ſo doth he 
alſo tothoſe at his. door, whomGod 
Q D3 puts

puts in his way, and makes his 
neighbours, Bur theſe he helps 
not without ſome teſtimonie, exs 
cept the evidence of the miſerie 
bring teſtimonie with ir, For 
though theſe teſtimonies alſo may 
be fallified, yet conſidering that 
the Law allows theſe in caſe cthey 
be true, but allows by no means 
to give withour reſtimonie, as he 
obeys Authoritie in the one, ſo 
that being once ſatisfied , he al- 
lows his ie ſome blindneſs 
in the other ; eſpecially, ſince of 
the two commands, we are more 
enjoyned to be charitable , rhen 
wiſe, But evident miſeries have 
a natural privilege, and exempti« 
on from all law, When ever he

He obſerves Viſieetions, 
and being there, makes due vſc of

but a pin unjuſtly from the richeſt, 
heabſolutely reſtores it asa Judg z 
but when he hath ſo done, then he 
aſſumes the Parſon, and exhorts te 
Charitic. Nevertheleſs there may 
happen ſometimes ſome caſts, 
wherein he chooſeth to perwit his 
Pariſhioners rather to make uſe 
of the Law, than himſelf: As in 
caſes of an obſcure and dark 

nature, 
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nature, not eaſily determinable by 
Lawyers themſelves ; or in caſty 
ofhigh conſequence, aseſtabliſh- 
ing of inhericances : or Laſtly, 
when the perſons in difference are 
of a contentious diſpoſition, and 
cannot be gained , bur that they 
(ti11 fall from all compromiſes that 
have been made, But thew 
ſhews them how to go to Law, eve 
a Brethren, and not as exemit, 
neither avoiding therefore one ans 
thers company, newch leff defaming 
ohe another. Now as the Parſoy 
is in Law, ſo is he in fickneſs ab 
ſo: if there be any of his flock 
ſick, he is their Phyſitian, or at 
leaſt his Wife, of whom inſtead of 
the qualities ofthe world, heasks 
no other, bur to have the skill of 
healing a wound, or helping the 
ſick, Bur if neither himſelf nor 
his Wife have the skill, and his 
means ſerve, he keeps ſome young 
praGitioner 1n his houſe for the be- 
nefit of his Pariſh, whom yet he 

- @evell 
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le by} ever exbores not to excerd his. 
wunds, but in tick/iſh caſes to. 
all in help. If all fail, then he. 
keeps goed correſpondence with 
ſowve neighbour Thyſitian, and en- 
retains him for the Cure of his 
Pariſh, - Yer it is eafie for any 
$holar toattain to ſucha meaſure 
cf Phyſick, as-way be of much uſe 
t6 bim both for hunſelf, and ©- 
thers. This is done by ſecingone 
Anitomy , reading one Book -of 
Phyfick , having one Herbal by 
tim And let Fernelims be the 
Payſick Author , for he writes 
briefly, neatly, and judiciouſly ; 
_ let his wetho& of Phy- 
fiek be ditigently peruſed, as be- 
ingthe praQical parr, and of moſt 
uſe. Now both the reading of 
biw, and the” knowing of herbs 
may be done at ſuch times, as chey 
may be a help and a recreation to 
more divine ſtudies, Nature ſerv- 
Ing Grace both in comfort of di- 
verſion, and the benefit of appli- 


cation, 
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cation ;- when need requires z@ 
alſo by way of-illuſtration, even 
as our Saviour made plants and 
ſeeds to teach the people : for he 
was the true houſholder , who 
bringeth out of |þis treaſure thing 
new and old ; the old things of 
Philoſophic ,” and the new of 
Grace ; and maketh the one ſerve 
the other. . And I conceive, our 
Saviour did this for Three Ree 
fons : Firſt, that by familiar thingy 
he might make his DoGrin lip th 
more eaſily into the hearts evenof 
the meaneſt. Secondly , that las 
bouring people (whow he chiefly 
conſidered ) might | have every 
where monuments of his DoQrin; 
remembring in Gardens, his Mu- 
ſtard-ſeed , and Lilliesz in the 
Field, his Seed-Corn, and Tares; 
and ſo not be drowned altogether 
in the works of their vocation, but 
ſometimes life up their minds to 
better things, even in the midit of 
their pains, Thirdly,that be mou.

medicines are both more eaſie 
for theParſons purſe, & more fami- 


liar for all mens bodies. So,where 
the Apothecarie uſeth either for 


looſing, Rubarb ; . or for binding, 
Bolcarmena, the Parſon uſeth Da- 
mask or white Roſes for the one, 
and Plantain , Shepherds-purſe, 
Knot-graſs, for the other, and thar 
with betrer ſucceſs, As for ſpi- 
ces, he doth not only prefer home- 
bred things before them, but con- 
demns- them for vanities, and ſo 
hurts them out of his Familie, c- 
ſteeming that there is -no Spice 
comparable, for Herbs, to Roſe- 


mary, Time, Savoury, Mints; and 
. forSeeds,to Fennel, andCarroway- 
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. feeds, Accordingly for Salves, his 
Wife ſeeks not the Citie,bue pre- 
fers her Garden and Fields, before 
all Our-landifh Gums. And fure! 
Hyfſop, Valerian, Mercury, A 
ders-tongue, Yerrow, Melilot, and 
St. John's-wort made ito a Salve ; 
And Elder , Camomil, MaVlows, 
Comphrey andSmallage made into 
a Poulris, have done great and rare 
Cures, In curing of any,the Parſon 
and his Familie uſe to premiſe pray» 
ers, for this is to'cure like a Par» 
ſon,and this raifeth the ation from 
theShop; to theChurch. Bur though 
the Parſon ſets forward all: Chari- 
table deeds, yet be looks nor in this 
point of curingbeyond higownPz- 
rifh, except the perſon be ſo poor, 
that he is not able to- reward the 
Phyfirian: for as he'is charitable, ſo 
beisjuſtalfo.

but to continue his dependance 
on 'God', not only before the 
corn is inned , but after alſo;

"DH E Countrey Parſon ob- 
ſerving the manifold wiley 

6f Satan (who'ptays his part fome- 
tits in drawmg Gods Servants 
from him, ſometimes in .

fands Faſt inthe Libertic wheres 
with "Clirift titty wade @s Free; 
This Libeftie he' compaſſtth By 
one Diftini#om , and that is, of 
what is Neceſſarie, and what'is 44 
ditionarie.

Now it fo happens, 
that: che, godly petitioner upon 
ſome emergent interruption inthe 
day, or by overſleeping bimſelf at 
night, omits his 4dditionarie pray= 
en. Upon this, his mind begins 
th þe perplexed, and troubled, 
andSqtam, who kaows the exigens,. 
blows the fire, endeavouring; to! 
diorder the Chriſtian, and} put. 
him ouc of his ſtation, andtoin+ 
large the perplexitic,, until it: 
ſpread, and taint his other duces 
ofpietie, which none can performs 
ſa welt in trouble, as in calmneſs, 
Here the Parfon interpoſeth with 
Ia Difin&tn , and fhews the.

CHAP. XXXIV. 


The Parſon's Dexteritie in ap- 
plying of Remedbes, 


HE Country Parſon knows, 

that theres a double tate of 

4 Chriſtian even in this Life, the 
one militarie, the other peaceable. 
The Militarie is, when we are aſ- 
faulted with temptations either 
from wichin or from withour. The 
Peaceable is, when the Devil for 
a time leaves us, as he did our Sa- 
H viOur, 
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viour, and the Angels winiſter to 
us their own food, even joy, and 
peace ;z and comfort in the Holy 
Ghoſt. Theſe two ſtates were in 
our Saviour, not only in the be 
ginning of his preaching, but af- 
rerwards alſo, ( as Marth. 22. 35, 
He was tempted: And Lyke 10.21, 
He rejoyced in Spirit: ) And they 
muſt be likewiſe 1n all that be his, 
Now the Parſon having a Spiritual 
judgment, according as he-diſco- 
vers any of his Flock to be in one 
and the other ſlate, ſo\he applics 
himſeif to*them. Thoſe that he 
finds in the peaceable ſtate, be ad 
viſeth to be very vigilant, and ae 
to let go the rains as ſoon as the horſe 
goes eafſe. Particularly, he coun 
ſelleth them to two things: Firſt, 
to rake heed, leſt their quiet be 
tray them (as it isapttodo) to 
a coldneſs , and careleſsneſs in 
their devotions, but to labour 
ſtil! to be as fervent in Chriſtian 
duties, as they remember thew 
Ls ſel + 
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ſelves were, when aMiGion did 
blow the coals. Secendly, nor 
totake the full compaſs and liber- 
tic of their Peace; not to cat of 
all thoſe diſhes at table, which 
even their preſent health other- 
wiſe admits 3 nor to ſtore their 
bouſe with all thoſe furnitures, 


' Which even their preſent plentie 


of wealth otherwiſe admits; nor 
when they are among them that are 
merrie, to extend themſelves to 
all rbat wirth, which the preſence 
occaſion of wit and cowpanie 
otherwiſe admits 3 but to pur 
bounds and hoops to their joys : 
ſo will they laſt che longer, and 
when they depart, nx wing ſoon- 
er. ' if wernould j Ge our ſelves, 
we ſhould not be jus ; andif we 

vinkdberadour Ives, we ſhould 
not be bounded. But if they 


ſhall fear, that at ſuch, or ſuch a 


time, cheir peace and mirth have 
carried them further than this mo- 


ates, then to take Fob's ad- 


Hes mirable 
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wirable Courſe, who ſacrificed, 
leſt -his "Children ſhould © have 
tranſpreſſed in their mirth : So let 
them go, and find ſome . poor ab 
fliged ſoul, and there be bounti- 
ful, and liberal ; for with ſuch @ 
crifices God is well pleaſed, 
Thoſe that the Parſon finds in the 
wilitarie ſtate, he fortifies, and 
ſtrengthens with his utmoſt skill, 
Now in thoſe that are tempted, 
whatſoever is unruly, falls upon 
Two Heads ; Either they think, 
that there is none that can or will 
look after things, -bur all goes by 
chance, or wit: Orelſe, though 
there be a great Governour of all 
things, yet to-rthem he is loſt, as 
if they ſaid, God deth forſake and 
per ſecute them, and there ts none ty 
deliver them, If the Parſon ſuſ- 
pe& the firſt, and find ſparks of 
ſuch thoughts now and then to 
break forth, then without appo

Preſervation is a Creation ; apd 
more, it is a continned Creation, 
and a'Creation every moment. 
Secondly, For the Law , there 
may be ſo evident, though unuſed 
a proof of Divinitie taken from 
thence, that the Atheiſt, or Epi- 
curian, can have nothing to con- 
tradi, The Jews yet live, and 
are known: they have their Law 
and Language bearing witneſs to 
rdem,” aid they to. it. 2 'they are 
Cireumeiſed ro this dayy, and ex- 
pe the promiſes ofthe Scriprurey 
their Coutitrey alſo is known , 


the p'aces, and rivers travelled:

Countrey. And it is obſervable, 
that this very thing was intended. 
by God, that the Jews ſhould be 
his proof, and witneſſes, as he 
calls them, Iſatah 43.12. And 
their very diſperſion in all Lands, 
was intended not only for a pu» 
_ to them-z but gy an CX». 
cxing of others by their ſight, ta 
the acknowledging of God and his - 
power, Pſalg9. 1r.. And there- 
ſbre this kind of puniſhment was, 
oſen rather thanany other. 

Thirdly, Fon Grace, Belides 
the continual ſucceſſion (ſince the. 
Goſpel) of Holie men, who have 
born witneſs tothe truth, ( there 


being no reaſon why any ſhould 
diſtruſt St, Lake, or Tertallian, 
or-Chryſoftors , wore than Twle, 


Virgil, or Livie ;) Thereare two 
£87 H 4 Pro- 
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Propheſies in the Goſpel, which 
evidently argue Chriſts Divinitie 
by their ſucceſs : the one concer- 
ning the woman that ſpent the 
ointment on our Saviour , for 
which he told, that it ſhould ne- 
ver be forgotten, but with the Go- 
ſpel ir ſelf be preached to all ages, 
Matth, 26. 13. The other con- 
cerning the deſtruQion of Jersſe 
lem ; of which our Saviour ſaid, 
that that generation ſhould not 
paſs, tillall were fulfilled, Luke 
21.32, Which Joſeph's Hiſto« 
rie confirmeth, and the continu» 
ance of which Verdid& is yet evi- 
dent, To theſe might be added 
the Preaching of the Goſpel in all 
Nations, Matthew 24.14. which 
we ſee even miraculouſly effected 
in theſe new Yiſcoveries', God 
rurning mens Covetouſneſs, and 
Ambitions, to the effeQing of his 
Word, Now a Prophehie is a' 
wonder ſent to Poſteritie, leſt 
they complain of want of won- 

ders. 
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ders: [1 1t'is'@ Lecter \ſealed, and 
fenr,' which” to. the Bearer is: buo 
Paper, but to the receiver, and 
opener , is full of power. ; He 
that ſaw Chriſt:open a blind mans 
eyes>, ſaw not more” Divinitie, 
than be that reads thewomans oint» 
ment in the Goſpel,” or ſees Ferw» 
deſtroyed. With fome- of 
theſe heads enlarged, and woven 
into bis diſcourſe, at ſeveral times 
' and occaſions, the Parſon ſetleth 
wavering minds.. But if he ſees 
them nearer deſperation ,, than 
Atheiſm ;. not ſo wuch doubting a 
God, as that he is theirs 3 then he 
dives unto the boundleſs Ocean of 
Gods Love, and the unſpeakable- 
richesof his loving-kindneſs. He 
hath one argument un-agſwerable. 
If God hate them, either he doth: 
it as they are Creatures, duſt and. 
aſhes 3 or as they are ſinful... 'As 
Creatures, he muſt needs love 
them;for no perfe& Artiſt ever yer: 
hated his own work.. As finful,. 
T0 H 5s he- 
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' 254 The Parlot's Derteritie,a. 
he muſt mweh more'|love them ; be: 
cauſe notwithſtanding bis infinite 
hate of fin, his love overcamethat 
hate;8&thatwith an exceeding great 
vidotie.; which in the Creation 
needed not, gave them love” for 
love, even the Son of his love, our 
of his boſom of love. So that man, 
which way ſoevet he turns, hath 
two pledges of Gods love,(that in 
the mbuth of two or thtee witneſ- 
ſes every word may beeltabliſked) 
the one in his Being ahe ocher in bis 
A : and this as the more 

aultie in him,ſo the more glorious 
in God. And all way certainly cor- 
clude, that God lover themytill &i- 
ther they deſpiſe that lave; or de- 
ſpair of his mercie:not any fin elſe, 
bur is within his love ; but the de 
ſpiſing of love muſt needs be with- 
out ir.

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' accompanying one another, with 
reconciling of. differences at that 
time,if there be any: Foarthly, Mer. 

cic in relieving the poor by a libe- 

ral diſtribution and largeſs, which 
at that time is, or ought to be uſed. 

Wherefore' he exa&ts of all to be 
preſent at the perambulation, and 
thoſe that withdraw , and fever 
themſelves from it, he wiſlikes, and 
reproves as uncharitable and un 
neighbourly ; and if they wilt not 
reform, preſents them. Nay,he is fo 
far from condemning ſuch afſem- 
blies, that he rather procures them 
to be often, as knowing that ab» 
ſence breeds ſtrangeneſs, but pre- 
ſence love. Now love is his bufineſs 
andaim ; wherefore he likes well, 
that his Pariſh at good times invite 
one another to their houſes, and he 
urgeth thein to it : and ſometimes, 
where he knows there bath been or 
is a little difference, he takes one of 
the parties, andgoes with him to the 
ether,and all dine or ſup _ 
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There R_ preachi is the 
friendlinef. - Another 0 om 
there is of ſaying, when light is 
brought in, God ſead as the light of 
heeven And the Parfon likes this 
very well ; neither is he afraid of 


- praifing, or praying to God at all 


times, but-is rather glad of catching 
opportunities to do them. Light is 
a great Bleſſing, and as great as 
Food, for which we give thanks:and 
thoſe that think this ſuperſtitious, 
neither know ſuperſticion , nor 
themſelves, As for thoſe that are a- 
ſhamed to uſe this form, as being 
old,and obſolete,and not the fafhi- 
on, he reforms, and teaches them, 
thatat Baptiſm they profeſſed not 
to be aſhamed of Chriſts Croſs, or 
for any ſhame to leave that which 
is good, He that is aſhamed in ſmall - 
things, will extend his pufillanimi- 
tieto greater. Rather ſhould aChri-

And iftem- 
poral Fathers bleſs their children, 
how mul azore. way, and ought 
Spirittal Fathers ? Beſides, the 
Priefls of the Old Teftoment were 
| to Bleſs the people, and 
the form. thereof is preſcribed , 
Awndb6. Now as the Apoſtle ar- 
ques in anther caſe ; if the Mini- 
firation” of. condemnation "did 
bleſs, how hal! not the Miniſtrati- 
enof the Spirit exceed in blefling? 
The fruit of this. bleſſing good 
Henneh found, and received with 

. greatjoy; 1 Sem.1.'13., though ir 
cave froma wan difal/owed by 
God: for it was not the perſon, 
'but Prieſthood, that blefſed ; fo 
that , even. ill Prieſts may bleſs. 
-Neither have the. Miniſters power 
of Bleſſing only, but alſoof Curſ- 

So. in the Old Teſtament

and Do confirmed ir, $0 
did St. Paw, 2 Tim. 4.14. and 
T1 Tim. 1. 20. ſpeaking of Alexan- 
der the Copper-ſmith, who- had 
withſtood his preaching, The Lord 
(faith he ) reward him according t 
his works. And again,of H 
and Alexander, he _— had de- 
liveredthemto ſatan, that 8 bt 
learn not to Blaſpheme, Re 
both of Bleſſing,andCurfing,are ex- 
pounded in. the Common- Prayer 
Book : the one, in, The Grace of ow 
Lord Feſws Chriſt, &c. and, The 
Peace of God,8c.the other.in gen& 
ral, in the Commination. © 
Now Bleſſing differs from prays 
er, in aſſurance, becauſe it is not 
| per - 
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performed by way of requeſt, but 
of confidence, and power, effe- 
Gually applying Gods favour to 
the bleſſed, by the intereſting of 
that dignitie wherewith God hath 
mveſted the Prieſt, and engaging 
of Gods own power and inſtitution 
fora Bleſſing. The negle@ of this 
dutic in Miniſters themſelves,hath 
made the peoplealſo negle& it ; ſo 
that they are ſo far from craving 
this benefit from their ghoſtly Fa- 
ther, that they oftentimes- go' our 
of Church, before he hath bleſſed 
them. In the time of Poperie, 
the Prieſts Bewedicite , and his 
boly water , were over-highly 
valued ; and now we are fallen to 
the clean contrary, even from

ter Enemies to ChriStian Prin- 
ciples and prafiices(that was bis

vile, what was precious inevery 
felt or perfon under heaven)to a- 
dorn our Proteſtant Religion by 
a right renouncing theworldwith 
all its profits hl bonours, in a 
true crucifying the fleſh, with all 
its PS continued Tempe- 
rance, Faſting, and Watching 
unto Prayers. I all which 
K 3 EX= 
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exerciſes, as be far out-went the 
choiceſt of their retired men, 
ſo did be far undervalue theſe 
deeds, rating them much below 


fuch' prices as they ſet upon them, 
Upon this deſign be belp'd to put 
out Leſlius ; and to flir up us 
Miniſters to be painful in that 

excellent labour of the Lord,Ca- 
techizing,feeding the Lambs 


of Chriſt; He tranſlated a piece 


of Lud.Carbo; wherein Carbo 
confeſſath, that the Hereticks 
(i, e, Proteſtants) had got 
much advantage by Catechi. 
zing:But the Authority atCam= 
bridge ſuffered not that Egyp- 
tian Jewel to. be pabliſh'd. 
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And be that reads Mr, Her- 
bert's Poems attendingly, ſhall 
find, not only the excellencies of 
Scripture Divinitie, and choice 
paſſages of the Fathers bound up 
in Meetre; but the Doctrine of 
Rome alſo finely and firongly 
confuted ; as in the Poems, T'o 
Saints and Angels, pag.69, 
The Britiſh Church,pag. 108; 
Church Militant,vc. 

Thus flood they in afpeti to 
Rome and ber children on the 
left hand, As for our Brethren 
that erred -on the right hand, 
(Dr. Jackſon ſpeaks for himſelf) 
and Mr, F, though be ever bo- 
noureld their jeſs (that were 
K 4 pious 
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pious and learned) and always 
ſpoke of them with muchChriſti- 
an refpefi, yet would he bewail 
their miſtakes,wbich(like miſts) 
led them in ſome points back a- 
gaintotboſe errors ofRomewbich 
they bad forſaken.
